— Tho report of the 
Conference Oommittea on the Beoonttruoticn 
Bill vas agreed to. The Beoonstruotion 
Bill, as passed, la as follons : 

Section 1, Doolares it to be the true in- 
tent of tho Act of March 2od, 18G7, that the 
civil courts cf ihs rebel States (Tennessee 
excepted) are not legal, and if oonlioued 
should be ;:alij' f'.t to mililnry commanders 
and t!io paramount nuthority of Congress. 

Section 4, It is llio duly cf tho district 
commander to romuro from oflice all disloyal 
persons, or tbose who hinder reoonstrnctiun, 

Sec. 6. Declares the Act to apply to all 
rntMubers of any State Legislature, or persons 
hoidiug E.TCcutiva or Judioial oflioe in any 
Statu who engaged in rebellion or gave aid 
and comfort to the enemies of the Goveron 
tnonl. 

Sec. 7. N'o person shall bo entitled to 
rcgistrary by reason of an Executive pardon 
or amnesty. 

Sqc. 8. The commanders all have author', 
ity subject to Ihe approval of the General ot 
tho army to remove or suspond any civil or 
niililary Ciflicnr, and to appoint any person to 
perlorni the dulicB of the ofiieor so removed 
Gulijset to tho disapproval ol Iho Ueueral of 
tho army, tnhor sections refer to rcgistra-. 
(ion and appoiutraeiits.
